Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual 
audit and examination of the accounts of the Town of Mere- 
dith for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1950, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the 
Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of 
the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Library Treasurer and Trustees of Trust 
Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1949—Dec. 31, 1950: 
(Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1949 
and December 31, 1950, are presented in Exhibit A. Ag in- 
dicated therein, the Net Debt increased by $4,353.34 in 1950. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-1) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition during 
the year is made in Exhibit A-1l, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein.

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1950, are presented in Exhibits B and C. As | 
indicated by the budget summary, a net revenue surplus 
of $3,966.02, less a net overdraft of appropriations of $633.88, 
resulted in a net budget surplus of $3,332.14. 


Statement of Long Term Indebtedness:

31, 1950, showing annual debt service requirements, is con- 
tained in Exhibit I. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1950, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit E. 
Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1950, is 
indicated. : 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtain- 
ed from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes 
was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector’s records. 
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General Comments 


Attention is again called to the matter of the Tax Col- 
lector’s accounts and records and it is again recommended 
that more care be given to the keeping of these accounts, in 
order that they may be more accurate and complete. It 
was noted, for instance, that in several cases added taxes 
which were entered in the cash book had not been recorded 
in the Collector’s Warrant Book. A separate page or pages 
in the back part of the Warrant Book should be reserved 
for this purpose and all added taxes listed thereon. 


No town order and check were issued to the Collector in 
~ payment for the 1949 taxes bought by the Town at the tax 
sale held on August 26, 1950. It was necessary therefore to 
give the Collector credit for tne amount of taxes, interest and 
costs which the Town bought, in balancing the Warrant for 
_ the tax levy of 1949. In the future, an order and check should 
be issued to the Collector immediately after the tax sale. 


The footnote on Exhibit I’, refers to an item of cash in 
the hands of the Collector on Dec. 31, 1950, in the amount 
of $112.50, which represented an unidentified and unrecorded 
receipt. This payment to the Collector has since been identi- 
fied through the return of a verification notice to this office. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its essen- 
tial features shall be published in the next annual Town 
Report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1950 


Accepting the position as Town Manager in May was not 
perhaps, the most advantageous time of year for me to step 
into the local picture. There were a number of obstacles 
which I inherited that had to be confronted and worked out 
to a satisfactory conclusion. However, at the end of the 
year 1950 I can say that it has been a year of progress for 
the Town of Meredith. A great deal of the credit for this 
progress must be given to the Board of Selectmen, to all 
town employees and to many civic minded people. Without 
their cooperation, encouragement and willingness to find 
a mutual point of understanding, our achievements this 
year would not have been possible. The year 1951 should 
bring us a reduced tax rate unless the School appropriation 
and the County Tax increase considerably over 1950. 


Tax collections during 1950 were made and on March 1, 
1951 91.4 percent of the taxes had been collected. I recom- 
mend that a permanent record for our Assessors be set up 
in order to keep a more accurate account of our taxable prop- 
erty. The Board of Selectmen and I} recommend a lower tax 
rate during the coming year as it makes an incentive for 
new residents to come here and build new homes and retains 
our industry. Also a lower rate would be more in line with 
the income of our residents. Some of the ways by which 
considerable savings were effected are as follows: 


a. Centralized purchasing system 
b. Competitive bidding on material and supplies 
c. Taking advantage of exemption Federal excise taxes 
d. Purchasing our own gas 
e. Taking discount allowable on invoices 
f. Direct supervision of employees 
oe, Anticipation of needs to enable more efficient purchasing 
h. Long range planning for road maintenance 
Town Maintenance 
Considerable work was accomplished this past summer 
by emphasizing hard surface roads rather than the dump- 


ing of gravel on roads year after year. The use of gravel 
is expensive in this area and has no lasting value. 
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Tar and asphalt were used with such favorable results 
that their further use seems to be well assured. This plan 
cannot be accomplished in a short time, but will take sev- 
eral years.

In addition there were twenty-one corrugated metal cul- 
verts installed and three wooden bridges repaired. The clean- 
ing out of the culverts and ditches by the Highway Depart- 
ment in the fall proved to be very profitable. All our gravel 
roads with the exception of one stood up remarkably well 
‘during the severe wind and rain storm in the month of Nov- 
ember. 


During the summer, trees and boulders were removed from 
the sides of our roads to alleviate damage to our snow equip- 
ment in the winter. 


The Town Road Aid funds were expended on-Ledley Road, 
Tucker Hill, Edgerly School Road and Jenness Hill. The State 
supplied us with 16,962 gallons of tar which was applied to 
our roads under Town Road Aid. At the end of the year we 
had an unexpended balance of $1,904.72 in our Town hoad 
Aid fund. | | 
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Town Construction : 
1. Eaton Road (Spindle Point) | 
Approximately 3,000 feet of the Eaton Road on Meredith 
Neck was rebuilt and hard-topped with the money approp- 


riated at Town Meeting. The amount of the appropriation 
was $5,000.

Welfare: 


Welfare is chiefly influenced by employment conditions 
over which we have no control. However, large sums of 
money can be saved by careful administration and complete 
investigation of the individual cases. During this year a 
policy was'instituted to investigate, as diligently as possible, 
all Welfare Cases by the District Nurse and the Town Man- 
ager. When it was ascertained that relief was absolutely 
necessary, aid was given, but kept at a minimum. I believe 
that large savings to the Town can be effected in this way. 


Considerable expense was encountered this year with the 
boarding of children in State Institutions and in foster homes. 
This expense has been curtailed considerably for the year of 
1951; this has been accomplished through aid from respon- 
sible individuals. 
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At the present time we have surplus commodities (butter 
dried eggs, dried milk, potatoes and cheese) which are now 
being given out to welfare recipients. 


Continued contact with our cases as well as thorough in- 
vestigations will enable us to keep our expenditures at a 
minimum. 


One of the principal purposes of the Town Manager Plan 
is to remove as many as possible of the restrictions imposed 
on municipal administration by replacing them with up-to- 
date business methods. The Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Manager have to work out their administration relationship 
according to tested principles of sound organization with the 
primary purpose of making the town government a more 
democratic and effective institution for furthering the wel- 
fare and happiness of the community. To do this we will need 
your continued support, cooperation and encouragement.

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REPORT OF 
SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 10, 1950 


The meeting opened at 8:00 p. m. with Dr. A. F. Pottle 
presiding as Moderator. Prayer was said by Rev. Francis 
Cooper. The Moderator then read the Warrant. 


Sedley Bartlett moved that all officers elected at this meet- 
ing be sworn in upon election. The Moderator suggested that 
this be acted upon under the article for new business. 


ARTICLE I—To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 


Action: Dr. Arthur F. Pottle was nominated and elected to 
serve as Moderator for the coming year, the clerk casting 
one ballot by instruction. Dr. Pottle was sworn in by the Clerk. 


ARTICLE fI—To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Action: Several people were nominated for the office of 
Clerk but declined. Herberta T. Stark was nominated and 
elected. She was sworn into office by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE fHi—To choose a Member of the School Board 
for the ensuing three years. 


Action: Ernest Nedeau and Barbara Neal were nominat- 
ed to serve as a Member of the School] Board for the ensuing 
three years. The Moderator appointed Marshall Hodsdon, 
Harry Plummer and Louva Prescott to serve as Tellers. 
The ballot was closed after all who wished had voted. 


At this time the inconvenience of the voting system was 
noted by the Moderator and while the ballots were being 
counted, called for a report from John H. Ramsey, represent- 
ing the committee of Mr. Ramsey, Earle A. Welch and Shep- 
herd F. Brown, appointed in 1948 to investigate and report 
on the advisability of electing officers by means of official 
ballot. (A copy of this report is attached to the permanent 
record of the District). The committee recommended adop- 
tion of the Non-Partisan Ballot. 

The Tellers reported that 317 votes were cast, making 159 
necessary for choice. Ernest Nedeau having received 192 
and Barbara Neal 125 votes, Mr. Nedeau was declared elect- 
ed for the ensuing three years. 
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ARTIVLE IV—To choose another Member of the School 
Board for the ensuing three years. 


Action: Carl Chase and Joseph Livingston were nomi- 
nated to serve as a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. Balloting followed with the same Tellers 
counting the vote. Total number cast, 328. Necessary for 
choice, 165. Carl Chase receiving 222, Joseph Livingston 100 
and Barbara Neal 6, Carl Chase was declared elected to 
serve as a Member of the School Board for the ensuing three 
years. 


ARTICLE V—To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Action: Cordelia Berquest and Marion Chase were nomi- 
nated to serve as Treasurer for the ensuing year. Balloting 
was held with the same Tellers counting the vote. Cordelia 
Berquest having 77 and Marion Chase 189, Mrs. Chase was 
declared the new Treasurer. (Total votes cast 267, necessary 
for choice 134.) 


ARTICLE VI—To determine and appoint the salaries of 
the School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agents of the District. 


Action: It was voted, after several previous motions had 
been made and withdrawn, that the salaries of the six mem- 
bers of the School Board should be $25. each and that should 
one member of the School Board be elected to act as clerk, 
they would receive $75. more; and that other officers’ sal- 
aries should remain as last year. 


ARTICLE VII—To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, .

It was voted that the people present give a rising vote of 
thanks to all of the committees reporting.

ARTICLE XIli—Te see if the District will vote to build a 
new high school, acquire the necessary land for a site, and 
purchase the necessary equipment.

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MEETING OF THE 
MEREDITH VILLAGE SCHOOL DISTRICT—JUNE 30, 1950 


The meeting was opened at 8:10 p. m. by Moderator Arthur 
F. Pottle. Invocation was given by Rev. Francis Cooper of 
the Congregational church. 


There followed a review of the action taken at the March 
10th meeting. 


Ernest Nedeau, representing the cooperative school com- 
mittee reported on talks held with representatives from 
surrounding towns revealing that Ashland ig not interested 
in such a school. Center Harbor has voted that if other towns 
joined in such a movement, they would, also. Recent inter- 
views with citizens show they are still very much interested. 
Other nearby towns seem to be taking care of their school 
problems in other ways. 


The school committee has asked for Federal Aid in plan- 
ning a new school, as per vote. However, no action has been 
made as yet, although some correspondence has been ecar- 
ried on. Hudson & Ingrham have been retained as architects 
and three sites looked over, as required by the Federal law. 
Soundings were made but the engineers have not yet reported 
their findings. Plans were drawn up by the architects, as 
given by the headmaster and superintendent. The design 
was estimated to cost $499,000 for the building alone. The 
committee feels that the designed building is too expensive 
and luxurious. Resolutions were offered by the combined com- 
mittees studying the school problem, a copy of which is 
~ attached to this report. 


It was moved by Dr. Harry Gilman that the resolutions 
be placed on file, and so voted. Moved by L. G. Pynn that 
any definite action concerning the building of a new school 
be deferred until the next regular (annual) meeting of the 
School District. Voted. Ernest Nedeau invited ideas from 
the citizens. The meeting then adjourned.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


he Public and the Schools 


In spite of the terrible distractions offered by each morning 
newspaper, one fact remains clear; the worse the situation 
becomes, the greater grow the burdens and responsibilities 
of the public schools. Take a few examples. If fathers have 
to serve in the armed forces, the school will have an increased 
obligation toward their children. Any teacher who had child- 
ren whose fathers were overseas during the last war knows 
how real this increased obligation can be. If children have 
to be evacuated from large cities, the schools in evacuation 
centers will face staggering problems. If the program for 
civil defense goes into full operation, schools will play a large 
part in it. And the basic responsibility of passing on our cul- 
ture from one generation to another remains a responsibility 
which is even more grave in times like these. 


Along with wartime burdens, the schools must carry the 
load of teaching in normal times. We must teach the basic 
skills of reading, writing, and numbers to the very best of our 
ability. We must bring about the maximum growth of each 
pupil. We must build such sound characters and senses of re- 
sponsibility that our graduates may face life or the draft 
without wanting to shirk responsibility, nor give up working 
for self-growth. It will take the best efforts of parents, teach- 
ers, and the pupils themselves to accomplish such ends. 


In Meredith the PTA is one important means of bringing 
about understanding and cooperation between the citizens and 
the schools. During the past year, with regular meetings at 
the Lang Street school, the association has shown much in- 
terest in a health program as well as in school improvement 
in many other ways. Would it not be equally helpful if we had 
a PTA for the high school too? 


Improvement of Teachers in Service 


It is encouraging to note the interest shown by teachers 
in improving their methods and keeping up to date in edu- 
cational work. Another workshop, this time on the teaching 
of reading, was held in Meredith in November and attended 
by all teachers of high and elementary schools within the 
union. As a result of the study at this workshop many teach- 
ers are adapting their work to the needs of the individual and 
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making use of up-to-date materials for teaching the sounds 
of the letters and the understanding of the meaning of sen- 
tences. 


At the time this report is written, an extension course in 
“Music in the Modern School” is being given by Dean Warren 
K. Freeman of Boston University College of Music. Several 
of our teachers have enrolled as members in this course which 
began on February 5th and will close early in May. 


State Sharing of School Costs 


The question of state funds for schools is again before the 
legislature of New Hampshire. Some plan must soon be devis- 
ed which will provide state money to help with the education 
of all the children in the state, and in this way be of indirect 
benefit to the real estate owner who is required under the 
present law to pay the whole bill. 


As requested by the 1949 legislature, the state board has 
worked out a formula providing for equalization of school 
opportunity. Their report is necessarily limited to the prob- 
lem of equalization—providing funds for districts with a 
large school population and low taxable valuation. 


By the time of our annual district meeting, amendments 
to the proposed state aid bill doubtless will have been drafted 
which will provide some allotment of state aid funds to all 
districts regardless of valuation or population. Such an a- 
mendment would be of help to Meredith, which is not classi- 
fied as a district in need of funds under the state board’s pro- 
posed equalization formula. 


Crowded Conditions in the Primary Grades 


Two years ago, because of the large entering class at the 
Lang Street school, we employed an extra teacher. With 74 
pupils in the first two grades, it was possible to divide these 
into three groups of about 25 each, which is accepted as a 
reasonable maximum for one teacher to handle satisfactorily. 


Last year the number in these two grades increased to 81, 
with about 27 in each group. This year we have 98 in the two 
grades, making each teacher’s share in excess of 30. Last 
summer’s census figures would indicate that next fall’s en- 
tering group would be about 48, and the 1952 class is esti- 
mated at 72. 


The census this summer will determine whether or not it 
will be possible to continue with our present staff, It seems 
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likely that another teacher should be added for the coming 
fall term, but we should wait for an up-to-date census report 
before final decision. 


Finding a suitable classroom for the new teacher, if we 
have one, is indeed a difficult problem. If temporary quarters 
cannot be found, it may be necessary to have one class from 
8 to 11:30 and another from 12 to 3:30, providing special 
transportation in the middle of the day for the shift to be 


- made. 


What About a New Building? 


The committees that have been working on plans for a new 
building will bring in a report with recommendations at the 
district meeting. Their conclusions represent an approach 
to the needs of the town with a look to the future, which is 
much better than to patch up our present buildings in their 
unsatisfactory locations. 


It is my conviction, however, that some way should be 
found for Meredith and other nearby towns to work together 
for an improved high school, large enough to offer the variety 
of courses that is demanded in a modern educational! program. 
Our neighboring state of Massachusetts is following New 
York’s example in combining small districts into larger units 
for more effective and economical schoo] administration. 


New Hampshire’s law now permits school districts to com- 
bine, but at their own expense; and our local rea] estate 
taxes are too high already, so districts cannot assume new 
burdens. Our state in its so-called “austerity” program is. 
proving very short-sighted if it forces towns like Meredith 
to build small high schools with limited facilities, which must 
serve us for a generation or more. 


We should have a cooperative high school in this area, and 
the state should do its share to help finance the program!

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


During the months of January and February, 1950, two 
dental clinics were held at Lang Street school. | 


The patch test for tuberculosis was completed on 368 child- 
ren; of these, 2 percent were positive reactors and were fol- 
lowed by chest X-rays in the clinic in Laconia. 


The toxoid clinics were held in April, May and June for 
infants and pre-school children; five were vaccinated at the 
last clinic. 


Plans were made with Mr. Bragg for Open House for the 
parents and their children who were to enter school the next 
fall; about 50 children attended either in the A. M. or P. M. 
session. 


At the beginning of the school year this fall, new health 
forms were put into use; these have been approved by the 
State Board of Education. 


Dr. Marshall has examined the children of the Ist, 4th, 7th 
and 10th grades, and all young people who have participated 
in competitive sports; also any child who has come to us 
from another school. 


Sight examinations have been completed on the 7th, 8th 
and 9th grades and the children in Meredith Center. 


A plan was instituted by Dr. Marshall and agreed upon by 
Mr. Delaney that all children who have been absent for three 
consecutive days or more from school are to report to the 
school nurse’s office before re-entering their classrooms, to 
make certain that the illness is all over and that the child is 
not infectious to other students. 


We have had many cases of German measles this late fall 
and early winter, and many children absent with sore throats. 
There has been only one case of scarlet fever found in a school 
child. 


Patch tests were given to the first grade students, and ar- 
rangements are in progress to test all new students.
